The course of the investigation 
recently has- turned toward cam- 
paign contributions and other po- 
litical payments reported to have 
been made by representatives of 
Union Electric. 

It could not be learned specifical- 
ly what matters State officials 
would be questioned about. One 
subject about which there has been 
speculation, however, is the recent 
large increase by the State Board 
of Equalization in the assessment 
of Union Electric property, follow- 
ing several years of low assess- 
ments, 

As told in the Post-Dispatch last 
week, Andrew J. Murphy, chairman 
of the State Unemployment Com- 
pensation Commission, admitted 
that in 1936 when he was a 
member of the State Tax Commis- 
sion he was given a $500 campaign 
contribution by Frank J. Boehm, 
then executive vice-president of 
Union Electric for use in Pike 
County. 

Gov. Stark said to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent that 
in the same campaign he was of- 
fered a large contribution from 
Union Electric, through an inter- 
mediary, but that he refused it. 

Testimony of two former officers 
of Union Electric heretofore has 
accounted for $155,000 of slush 
funds available to higher executives 
of the company for expenditures 
not accounted for in the company’s 
books. These funds were derived 
from insurance refunds and kick- 
backs on purchase contracts, the 
funds being returned in cash to the 
company officers who testified, and 
turned over by them to superior of- 
ficers.

Stew 0. Baltimore, Ma., 
and Independence, Mo. 

Campbell said Western Union 
Telegraph Co. had agreed to co 
operate with the Federal Govern- 
ment in its anti-racing news drive 
and had cut off its wire facilities 
to the operators in all points ex- 
cept where injunction actions were 
in progress.

Activist Group Presents 
Resolution Asking That 
It Maintain ‘Sweden’s 
and Finland’s Inseparable 
Life Interests.’ 


DIRECT INTERVENTION 


IS NOT ADVOCATED 


Political Crisis Believed 
Averted Temporarily by 
King Gustaf’s Statement 
Against Giving Military 
Help. 


STOCKHOLM, Feb. 20 (AP). — 
Swedish Activists—advocates of 
more help for Finland—presented a 
resolution to Premier Per Albin 
Hansson today declaring that “the 
Finnish front must be held and 
helped by Swedish assistance.” 

With the Swedish press giving 
unanimous support to the declara- 
tion of King Gustaf yesterday rul- 
ing out direct minitary aid to Fin- 
land, the Activists continued their 


efforts to encourage as much as- 
sistance as possible to the war- 
torn neighbor. 

King Gustaf pointed out that 
Sweden could continue to give Fin- 
land “the not inconsiderable assist- 
ance” which it “now gets from us 
and greatly needs.” 

The Activists’ resolution, present- 
ed through the so-called “North- 


ern Freedom Conference,” did not 
urge direct intervention. It de- 
clared: 

‘Finland’s Cause Is Ours.’ 

“Finland's cause is ours. The Finn- 
ish front must be held and helped 
by Swedish assistance. Interven- 
tion from states outside the north 
would threaten to make our county 
a war theater. 

“We maintain that freedom and 
peace are best, through giving our 
own help so vigorously that any 
other help is unnecessary. 

“We appeal to Swedish youth that 

m® they fill the gaps in the Finnish 
army, thus serving the north coun- 
tries’ freedom and future. 

“The deciding hour has come. 
The Swedish people expect that 
their Government, in unshaken con- 
fidence to peoples who love their 
country, will maintain Sweden’s 
and Finland’s inseparable life in- 
terests.” 

Political circles agreed that a po- 
litical crisis had, for the time be- 
ing at least, been averted. Rumors 
that certain Swedish military cir- 
cles might force the issue are given 
no support, 

Dissatisfaction Abated. 

With Premier Hansson’s . state- 
ment Friday that Sweden had re- 
jected a Finnish request for direct 
military aid, there was dissatisfac- 
tion in some Swedish quarters. This 
Was regarded as abated, however, 
as a result of the King’s message 
showing Sweden’s great sympathy 
for Finland. With the statement, 
support for a move to give direct 
military aid to Finland faded. 

“I told Finland that they should 
not rely on Swedish help in the 
form of military intervention,” the 
King declared yesterday. 

“I am absolutely sure. that if 
Sweden now itnervened in Finland 
we would run the risk of being in- 
volved in war not only with Rus- 
sia but also in the war between the 
Great Powers and I cannot take the 
responsibility.” 

The term Activists is applied in 
Sweden to a section. of public 
opinion, including both organized 
and unaffiliated groups, which de- 
sires active military interventon 
in Finland and at the same time 
is pushing for all help possible for 
the Finns under the present po- 
litical framework. 

Oslo Paper Says Military May 
Force King Gustaf Out. 

OSLO, Norway, Feb. 20 (AP), — 
The chief editor of the Norwegian 
newspaper Tidens Tegn reported 
from Stockholm today that military 
leaders in Sweden may force an is- 
sue on the demand for direct aid to 
Finland, causing a political crisis 
which may even lead to the abdica- 
tion of King Gustaf. 

Although admitting the matter 
rests in conjecture, the newspaper's 
dispateh said, It may happen that 
Swedish military circles, the ma- 
jority of which want intervention in

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THREE LOANS AT 
REQUEST OF LR 


Head of Agency Says One 
of Cases Involved Col- 
lins-Morris Shoe Co. of 
St. Louis. 


Emil Schram, chairman of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, 
said today the RFC had ordered 
loan disbursements temporarily 
withheld from three companies 
which the Labor Board accused of 


violating the Wagner Act. 

He gave the information to the 
House committee investigating the 
Labor Board. Edmund M, Toland. 
committee counsel, has accused the 
board of attempting to “blackjack” 
employers by asking other Govern- 


ment agencies to withhold con- 
tracts and the like from alleged 
Wagner Act violators. 

Before Schram took the stand, 
Toland disclosed that the commit- 
tee had obtained records of the 
Treasury, Interior and Labor de- 
partments and the Securities and 
Exchange Commission in an effort 
to determine whether they had 
taken any action against alleged 
violators. 

These records were obtained, he 
said, in response to subpenas served 
yesterday upon Cabinet members 
and other officials of the depart- 
ments. Whether spokesmen for the 
departments and the SEC would 
be called to testify depended upon 
what the records showed, Toland 
said. 

Denies Formal Agreement. 

Schram denied that the RFC had 
any agreement with the Labor 
Board to withhold loans from firms 
against which labor practice com- 
plaints had been issued, He said 
the corporation reserved the right 
to act as it saw fit, but that it 
looked into evidence of labor trou- 
bles involving a borrower because 
that might affect a firm’s credit. 

The RFC, Schram said, had or- 
dered that disbursement of lhans 
be held up temporarily in three 
cases, on the Labor Board’s recom- 
mendation, but in another case a 
board recommendation was turned 
down. : 

Schram’s summary in brief of the 
four cases he mentioned: 

Gerity-Adrian Manufacturing Co., 
Adrian, Mich.—Telegram sent to 
RFC répresentative ordering dis- 
bursement be withheld, but loan 
had been disbursed the previous 
day. 

Collins-Morris Shoe Co., St. Louis 
— Wired agent not to disburse until 
further notice. Borrower had pre- 
viously informed corporation it was 
making arrangements to get the 
money elsewhere and eventually 
withdrew RFC application. 

Connor Lumber & Land Co. Ta. 
ona, Wis.—Labor Board advised 
RFC that Circuit Court had en- 
tered decree against company, and 
RFC wired agent to hold up dis- 
bursement. Borrower then sent 
word entire matter had been 
cleared up a year previously and 
disbursement was resumed. 

Wickwire-Spencer Steel Co., Bos- 
ton—Labor Board recommended 
disbursement be withheld, but RFC 
refused to do so. 

Explains Arrangement, 

Schram disputed previous testi- 
mony by J. Warren Madden, Labor 
Board chairman, that the RFC had 
taken the initiative in working out 
an arrangement whereby the lend- 
ing corporation supplies the board 
weekly with a list of loans author- 
ized and the board in turn recom- 
mends withholding of disbursements 
from firms against which com- 
plaints have been issued. 

“I think there’s been considera- 
ble misunderstanding as to what 
has gone on,” Schram added. “We 
have no agreement to withhold dis- 
bursement of any loans.” 

“When we are informed that a 
borrower has violated the law,” he 
said, “I think it is incumbent upon 
us to investigate and determine how 
the facts affect the credit of the 
company.” 

Schram said there had been sev- 
eral cases in which the RFC paid 
no attention to board recommenda- 
tions, 

Frank Healy, special assistant to 
the director of the Treasury’s pro- 
curement division, followed Schram 
to the stand. 

Handing over what he said was 
all the correspondence “we could 
find” regarding the Labor Board, 
Healy was questioned about the 
Remington-Rand Co., a bidder on 
Government contracts and a liti- 
gant before the board.

“Danger in Centralization.” 

“It is equally true that any cen- 
tralization of economic power by 
non-official persons over those who 
gather, write, edit and interpret the 
news would be dangerous to the 
freedom of a free people. As long 
as the present system prevails, with 
thousands of daily and weekly 
newspapers, owned by thousands of 
publishers holding different opin- 
ions, a guarantee is provided 
against any centralized economic 
control over the news channels 
through the jobs of those who do 
the news gathering.” 

Holden told the committee he ex- 
pected the society eventually would 
take the same place in the news- 
paper profession that the Ameri- 
can Bar Association and American 
Medical Association take in their 
respective professions. 

He described the society as not 
antlunion, not seeking collective 
bargaining agreements, yet “a 
friendly neighbor to the trade un- 
ions.”

Nine St. Louisans in Group 
Receiving Scrolls—Cele- 
bration Marks 150th An- 
niversary of American 
Patent System. 


Twenty-four inventors and re- 
search workers whose contributions 
to progress range from electric mo- 
tors to machines for spreading 
grasshopper poison were honored 
as “modern pioneers” at a dinner 
last night marking the 150th anni- 
versary of the American patent 
system. 

The banquet, at Hotel Jefferson. 
was sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce and Associated Indus- 
tries of Missouri, in co-operation 
with the National Association of 
Manufacturers. Similar celebra- 
tions are being held this month in 
14 other industrial centers. 

The “pioneers,” selected by a 
committee headed by Dr. Karl 
T. Compton, president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, 
gathered shortly before 7 o'clock 
in a reception room where they 
were introduced to each other and 
swapped stories of their experi- 
ences. Meanwhile 500 friends and 
relatives milled about the lobby, 
their attention held by 30 models 
of inventions patented in the Unit- 
ed States from 1860 to 1880. The 
models, placed on a long table, in- 
cluded a washing machine, street 
lamp, burglar alarm and bed 
springs. 

“Test Tube” Fashion Show. 


After dinner the lights were 
dimmed and a style show an- 
nounced as “Fashions from Test 


models paraded across the stage 
and along a boardwalk displaying 
bathing suits, evening gowns, hosi- 
ery and other accessories made of 
fabrics fashioned by chemical proc- 
esses from milk, coal, vinegar, 
mothbalis and safety glass. 

Principal speaker was Conway 
P. Coe, United States Commissioner 
of Patents, who traced the history 
of the American patent system and 
said that it has benefited industry 
considerably by encouraging inven- 
tors and protecting investors in new 
ventures. Coe ridiculed complaints 
made since the depression that 
patents have aided monopolies. 

The main event of the evening, 
presentation of scrolls for “distin- 
guished achievement in the field of 
science and invention which has 
advanced the American standard of 
living,” followed Coe’s talk. Rob- 
ert L. Lund, chairman, announced 
the names of the recipients, includ- 
ing nine St, Louisans,

But for more than 20 years 
I have been worrying about the 
peace that was signed at Versailles, 
and have been criticising it and list- 
ening to plans for reconstructing 
it and going as a newspaper man 
to conferences which were revising 
it. The only thing I know for cer- 
tain about the next peace is that I 
know no one who can sit down at 
his desk and devise a plan which 


just what they ought to do. 

So it has dawned upon me that a 
more modest approach to this great 
question might at this time prove 
to be more useful and that before 
beginning to think about the set- 
tlement of this war it might be bet- 
ter to think about how one thinks 
about the settlement of such a war. 
In this way one might eventually 
discover how to take hold of the 
problem, where and how to begin 
to think about such a problem. 

I shall not start, therefore, with 
a set of principles for making peace, 
nor with a plan and a program, 
but with a summary of what I be- 
lieve are fallacies into which we 
tend to fall when we think about 


tual Omnipotence. 


When we are under the spell of 
this fallacy, we imagine ourselves, 
sometimes crudely, but more often 
subtly and unconsciously, as playing 
the part of the victorious masters 
of the world.

Is Stiffening Policy as to Neutrals 


England Apparently Trying to Keep Ger- 
mans Out of Norwegian Waters, After 
Seeking to Avoid Friction.

LONDON, Feb. 20. 
OR all its glamor as a naval 
Feadventure the Altmark incident 

is important principally as a 
symbol of Great Britain’s determi- 
nation to win this war without ex- 
cessive interference from Europe’s 
neutrals. 

Britain hoped to avoid such in- 
terference without too much un- 
pleasant friction. It has shown 
now that it is not necessarily 
bound to be pleasant about it. 

The Altmark affair must be 
viewed against the whole back- 
ground of Britain’s relations with 
the neutrals since the war began. 

For more than five months the 
British Government has followed 
a policy of live and let live with 
those countries which have re- 
mained on the fence. It was hoped, 
at first, that some of them would 
gradually drop off the fence onto 
the Allied side if, and as, it became 
necessary, and that, in any case, 
the danger of antagonizing the Al- 
lies—who control much of Europe's 
seaborne commerce—would prevent 
them from giving more than a 
minimum amount of assistance to 
Germany. At the same time, Brit- 
ain had loans and commercial in- 
ducements to offer, and it was pre- 
pared to offer direct military as- 
sistance when co-operation with 


the Allies, or non-co-operation with 


Germany and Russia, brought 
threats of direct action from the 
latter. 


Britain in Far East: 

In the Far East, Britain's policy 
has been “frankly opportunistic.” 
Britain decided early in the war 
not to sacrifice any vital interests 


in the Far East and not to “let 
down Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek,” but it also decided to avoid 
antagonizing the Japanese at al- 
most any cost. The peaceful set- 
tlement of the Asama Maru inci- 
dent was a natural step. To Amer- 
ican complaints of this British pol- 
icy toward Japan, the British an- 
swer has been the rhetorical ques- 
tion: “If we do become involved 
with Japan, will you send your 
fleet to protect Australia and In- 
dia?” 

So far this policy toward Japan 
has been successful from the Brit- 
ish viewpoint. 

Toward Italy, Britain has adopt- 
ed a sort of modified silk-glove pol- 
icy. Britain did not cut off Italian 
imports at the beginning of the 
war in order to prevent Italy from

Allies. In return, Britain and 
France have taken measures to 
back up the Turks with heavy mil- 
itary concentrations in the Near 
East and have been generous with 
loans. Turkey is still friendly, but 
events have served to complicate 
its position. The recent earthquake 
ruined some of its communications 
and made it seem difficult to fight 
Russia or Germany except as a 
last resort. Now the Turks are

Can’t Get Deliveries. 

It will take up at least a year to 
get together that kind of force so 
equipped for our own defense. The 
Finns have not exhausted their 
credits here for “rion-military” ma- 
terial. They even have the means 
to buy munitions, but can’t get de- 
liveries. For these reasons, all the 
jumping up and down in Congress 
about aid to Finland by RFC loans 
for non-military supplies is just 
thin political hokum. 

As for Europe, it is clear now that 
the aid Finland needs is never going 


There is no certainty of belief 
among experts in Wasbington, who 
receive a constant stream of confi- 
dential reports from both sides, as 
to how long the Finns can hold out. 
Latest reports indicate the Finnish 
forces should be able to hold off 
the Soviets until perhaps the middle 
of June. That covers a transition 
period, through the thaw when 
transportation becomes extreme 
difficult or impossible to the 
when the country-side begins to dry 
up and lines of communication can 
be established again. 

Military experts compare the 
Finnish-Russian war to the cam- 
paign between Lee and Grant in 
the American Civil War of 1864. 
Lee outgeneraled Grant, outma- 
neuvered him and won most of the 
victories in that year. But every 
time that Lee lost a thousand troops 
he was that nearer to ultimate de- 
fcat, since he could not replace his 
men or resources. Grant, mean- 
while, was drawing on the limitless 
man-power of the North. 

The best informed opinion here 
is that Britain and France will not 
send sufficient aid to prevent the 
final defeat of the Finns, To send 
substantial numbers of men and 
ample armament, in this view, 
would risk active German partici- 
pation on the side of Russia.

In its statement that America can remain. out of 
war only by keeping a “tight rein on its emotions” 
and observing a “scrupulous neutrality,” the Re- 
publican program committee shows deep wisdom. 
We Americans are inclined to see any issue in 
terms of black and white, with no intermediate 
shades. We are naturally impulsive and dislike to 
take the trouble to see an issue in historical per- 
spective. We are trained to think in terms of a 
status quo world, whereas we are actually living in 
a time of swift political and economic transition. 
Our oné real chance to remain out of a prolonged 
European war is to realize that it is caused by the 
clash of complex social and economie forces, and that 
our participation could do no more good than it did 
23 years ago—that is, merely arrest the struggle 
temporarily while the stage is being set for a worse 
outbreak later. 

What are the historical forces whose ferment has 
brought Europe into a great war for the second time 
in a quarter-century? For one thing, there is the law 
of the uneven development of nations. Empires rise, 
rule and recede. The imperial elite grow sated and 
soft, giving way to more virile nations which are 
due for their day in the sun. Allowance must be 
made for this law of history, both in Europe and in 
the Far East. : | 

Again, there are population pressures which must 
be taken into consideration. The nations of Central 
and Southeastern Europe in which most of the fer- 
ment originates comprise an area of slightly less 
than 900,000 square miles, with a population den- 
sity of 259 persons to the square mile, This is about 
six times the population density of the United 
States. 

And this fs only half the problem. For this area 
has been divided into nine separate nations, each 
with its own illogical tariff barriers, which kept 
it from exporting its surplus commodities to its 
neighbors or receiving from them the goods in which 
it was deficient. 

The moral appeal of the principle of linguistic 
boundaries is to be admitted, but to carve half a 
continent up into a crazy quilt of small nations cre- 
ates irresistible economic pressures. Recurrent ex- 
plosions are inevitable until some machinery for re- 
lieving these pressures is devised. 

Another element in Europe’s unrest is the fact 
that the world is in a new phase of the industrial 
revolution. The political forms to which the world 
grew accustomed in the latter half of the nineteenth 
century were evolved to meet a stage of the world’s 
economy dominated by farmers, shopkeepers and 
small manufacturers. 

History in recent years seems to show that in 
Europe, at least, the old political forms may not 
fit an age in which technical science is raising the 
potential level of production and creating labor-dis- 
placing processes as fast as it is doing now. Neither 
Fascism nor Communism is wholly the work of po- 
litical adventurers. They are also accommodations 
to changing economic and political conditions. 

It is incredibly naive, as well as dangerous, to 
view the war in Europe as merely a struggle be- 
tween Fascism and democracy. Italy, the nation 
which invented Fascism, is likely to end up on the 
side of the Allies. And Eliot Janeway, one of our 
keenest economists, wrote an article more than a 
year ago entitled “England Moves Toward Fas- 
cism,” pointing out that while England had avoided 
the totalitarian catchwords, it has steadily moved 
in the direction of Fascist economic forms. 

These are some of the things that calm historians 
such as Dr. Charles A. Beard have in mind when 
they say the European conflict is a product of forces 
which American intervention cannot control. 

America has no magic wand which it can wave 
to halt the march of history or exorcise racial antag- 
onisms whose roots go back for centuries in the past. 
Our role is to keep alight on these shores a torch 
which will show the way for the reconstruction of 
Europe when it has emerged from the crucible of war.

A COUNTRY DOCTOR’S FUNERAL.

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A CONFERENCE FOR MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING. 

Frank discussion is one of the best devices known 
for solving problems of human relationships, and 
this is the method used with notable success by 
the open forums that are a growing institution 
throughout the country. This thoroughly American 
principle of give and take was put to good use in 
the sessions yesterday of the Midwest Institute of 
Human Relations, sponsored by the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews. In the field of 
sectarian differences, many misconceptions are read- 
ily cleared up by personal contacts and discussion. 
With political and economic problems, exchange of 
ideas has an effect of both clarifying and instructing. 

In view of the recent regrettable controversy 
within the local Round Table group, which re- 
sulted in the withdrawal of the five Catholic mem- 
bers and one Jewish. member, it was an encourag- 
ing sign that a Catholic pastor, Father Russell J. 
Wilbur, participated in yesterday’s meeting. What-

Business now largely finances itself, TNEC hearings show, with- 
out: drawing on outside sources; reserves and surplus are enough 
to meet almost all needs; public savings lack outlet, and capital 
market stagnates; so much money in U. S. that millions go hungry.

HE SEC produced its inquiry into idle 

money before the Temporary National 

Economic Committee in May, 1939. The 
hearings may or may not have made his- 
tory, but they certainly recorded it. 
For the first time, 80 far as I know, 
these hearings established beyond reason- 
able dispute two outstanding economic 
trends. They have been in operation for 
years, but only a few specialized students 
have been aware of them. 

The first is that American business en- 
terprises have little use for the savings 
of the public, and what use they have is 
declining. Going concerns increasingly 
find the money for capital improvements 
from their own savings. 


Yet you and I and millions of others. 


are saving in the aggregate from six to 
eight billions a year—about as much as 
business saves. The combined amount is 
not far from 20 per cent of the national 
income. We transfer much of our individual 
savings to insurance companies, savings 
banks, building and loan associations, 
trustees, to invest for us; or we leave them 
on deposit at commercial banks. 

In the past, a large portion has gone into 
industry for new plant and.equipment. But 
Where 
shall our savings go? When they do not 
go somewhere promptly, the economic ma- 
chine must run on part time, The idle 
money -breeds idle men. 

The second major trend flows in part 
from the first. It is the decline of the 
investment banker, and it is due to three 
causes, One we have noted—that many 
businesses now can meet their capital needs 
without having to borrow. Next, when 
they do borrow they often by-pass the main 
capital markets by so-called “private place- 
ments.” Third, few businesses are expand- 
ing rapidly anyhow. The rate of capital 
expansion is declining. 


For these three good and sufficient rea- 
sons, the investment banking business has 
shrunk to a shadow of its former self. The

do not often need to go, cap in hand, to 
Wall Street to borrow money for the expan- 
sion of their plants. They already have 
funds in their depreciation reserve ac- 
counts. The gross effect on the American 
economy is now tremendous. American 
business concerns as a group tend to live 
on their accumulated fat, like a bear in his 
winter cave. 

For the past 16 years, American business 
as a whole has accumulated about 63 billion 
dollars in depreciation reserves, and some 
six billions in depletion reserves, a 10-to-1 
ratio. A third source of internal financing 
consists of profits not paid out to-stock- 
holders but retained in the company’s sur- 
plus account. From 1922 through 1929, 
about 15 billion dollars was thus laid thrift- 
ily ‘aside. : 

‘In the 1920s, American business financed 
75 per cent of capital investment from its 
own savings; only 25 per cent came from 
your savings and mine, via the capital mar- 
kets. But note how this trend is stepped 
up with the recovery from depression lows. 
In the three years 1935, 1936, 1937, all 
American business spent $17,400,000,000 for 
plant—almost six billion dollars per . OF 
this sum, 16 billions, or no less than per 
cent, came from internal sources.

What is the answer? Dr. Alvin Hansen 
sees—as any intelligent observer must see— 
only three possible answers, short of re- 
designing the whole economic structure:

Dr. Clinchy urged that there be 
ro rift in the local Jewish-Christian 
family at a time when religious men 
need to stand together to confront 
the growing forces of irreligion. 

Catholic clerygmen who took 
part in yesterday’s program were 
the Rev. George Heffernan, pastor 
of St. Michael’s Church, who at- 
tended the banquet, and the Rev.

Dame Church, who discussed civil 
liberties before a women’s round 
table.

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EMPLOYERS ARE TOLD, 
PUT HOUSES IN ORDER’ 


New Wage-Hour Chief, Col. 
Fleming, Cites Court Deci- 
sion on Rail Workers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (AP).— 
Col. Philip B. Fleming, newly con- 
firmed Wage-Hour Administrator, 
issued a statement yesterday tell- 
ing employers to “put their houses 
in order” to avoid employe suits for 
unpaid wages under the minimum 
pay standards of the wage-hour 
law. 

In his first stetement after offi- 
cially taking the title of adminis- 
trator, Col. Fleming called atten- 
tion to a United States District 
Court decision at Fayetteville, N. 
C., awarding a judgment to five 
maintenance employes of the Atlan- 
tic Coast Line Railroad for back 
pay and damages. 

The Fayetteville suit, Fleming 
said, showed that some employes of 
the railroad were charged excessive 
rental for converted box cars, many 
of which were in fact non-existent, 
in an attempt to show a legal hour- 
ly wage rate on the books.” 

The administration pointed out 
that the act provides for employe 
suits for unpaid minimum wages or 
overtime compensation, plus an 
equal amount for liquidated dam- 
ages. 

Earlier in the day the Senate con- 
firmed Fleming's appointment as 
administrator. Since last fall, he 
has administered the act as an 
“adviser” because, as an army of- 
ficer, he had to get special per- 
mission from Congress to take a 
civilan post. 

In a humorous ceremony yester- 
day, he handed the following re- 
ceipt to Harold D. Jacobs, who 
has been nominal head of the wage- 
hour division: 

“Received of Harold D. (Charlie 
McCarthy) Jacobs one wage and 
hour division, slightly used, but in 
fair condition, complete with law- 
yers, economists, inspectors, infor- 
mation men, stenographers, clerks, 
messengers, assistant administra- 
tors, typewriters, files, desks, car- 
bon paper, inkwells and other ap- 
purtenances and paraphernalia.

Rolla Silver Fox Farms Gon 
Out of Business After 20 Years 


Trade Treaty Admission of Duty-Free Nor- 
wegian Pelts Was Final Financial 
Blow, Owners Say. 


The Rolla Silver Fox Farms, 
which for 20 years provided pelts 
for feminine adornment, is going 
on the block. Its owners have ad- 
vertised that they will sell at auc- 
tion Feb. 28 on the Civil Courthouse 
steps “70 pairs of silver fox breed- 
ers, miscellaneous machinery and 
equipment, feed, papers, records 
pertaining to genealogy of foxes, 
motor truck, horses and goats.” 
Hard times have caught up with 
the fox business, Circuit Judge 
Maurice V. Joyce of East St. Louis, 
president of the corporation, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today. 
“Even the whelping seems to have 
fallen off for some reason,” he said. 
“Where we used to average a little 
better than three pups a year from 
a pair, now we get only about two. 
Nobody knows why.” 

It may be the adult foxes realize 
there is no longer any great profit 
in the little foxes. When the de- 
pression set in, said the Judge, a 
lot of people stopped worrying 
about appearances and concentrat- 
ed on buying food. We thought 
the best thing to do was pay our 
debts and square things up while 
we were still able,” he continued. 
The final blow to the fox farm, 
which is about five miles from 
Rolla, Mo., was what Judge Joyce 
described as “another of Secre- 
tary Hull’s trade pacts.” The pact, 
he said, gave Norway carte blanche 
to send into the United States all 
the fox pelts it could, duty free. 
“Well,” he added, “in January 
Norway took him at his word and 
put into New York with 40,000 


pelts, The price, as you may imag- 


ward. The appraisal on our pelts 
was exactly $20 each. We with- 
drew our 170 from the market. 
President Roosevelt later put an 
embargo on Norwegian pelts, but 
that didn’t help the January situ- 
ation.” 

It costs a good deal of money 
to run a fox farm, the Judge said. 
Pups come into the world with 
husky appetites, which increase 
wonderfully as the months go by. 
They get meat and prepared food 
and vegetables, and have a habit 
of adding to that diet anything 
else that could be taken for food. 
The farm has been something 
of a Phelps County landmark. Peo- 
ple drive in from miles around to 
see it. High point of the season 
has been Manager F. G. Mayo's 
branding. It was necessary for 
him to step into an enclosure, 
chase the animals down one by 
one and catch them by the tail. In 
transferring his hold from tail to 
legs, so a mark could be tattooed 
on their ears, the manager seldom 
failed to pick up a few marks him- 
self. He still has them, on his 
hands and face. . 

The officers rather hope 
somebody will buy the property 
and continue to rent the land and 
run the business. They think it 
can be done profitably,.though they 
are now of the opinion that it will 
take an expert. People of Phelps 
County also hope so. They are re- 
luctant to witness the passing of 
so interesting a skin game. 


CITY’S DEMURRER OVERRULED 
IN LACLEDE POWER CO. SUIT 


Company Seeks to Prevent Collec- 
tion of 5 Per Cent Tax on 
Gross Receipts. 


A demurrer filed by the city in 
the suit of the Laclede Power & 
Light Co. to prevent enforcement 
of an ordinance providing for pay- 
ment of a tak of 5 per cent on the 


company’s gross receipts was over- 
ruled yesterday by Circuit Judge 
Ernest F. Oakley. The city con- 
tended that the suit failed to set 
forth a cause of action. 

In its petition the company con- 
tended that the ordinace could not 
be enforced against it, since it has 
been paying a merchants’ license 
tax of $1.25 per $1000 gross sales 
of electricty, appliances and stock. 
The ordinance would increase the 
company’s taxes approximately 
$100,000 a year, it was said. 

Judge Oakley’s ruling means that 
the city will either have to file an 
answer to the suit for the purpose 
of trying the case on its merits or 
appeal from the decision.

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State Nearing Third Place as' 
Producer, Figures for 
Last Week, Show. 


CENTRALIA, III., Feb. 20 (AP). 
— Illinois took another big stride 
toward third place nationally in 
petroleum production last week, 
with a daily output of 407,583 bar- 
rels, the Oil and Gas Journal an- 
nounced today. 

The [Illinois production showed 
an increase of 20,566 barrels a day 
over the previous week’s output and 
now is only 22,000 barrels a day 
less than that of Oklahoma, third 
largest producing State. Oklahoma, 
however, operates under a proration 
plan. Its output in the previous 
week exceeded that of Illinois by 
44,000 barrels daily. Texas and 
California are first and second. 

Continued development of the De- 
vonian lime pool of the Lake Cen- 
tralia-Salem field of Marion Countv 
was responsible for most of the in- 
crease. This exploration centered 
in the northern part of the field, 
near Selmaville, during the last 
three months, but possibly will 
move south during the next month. 

The possibility depended on the 
successful completion of a well 
now drilling to the Devonian forma- 


tion one and a half miles south of 
present production from that for- 
mation. The well, the Hollands- 
worth & Bander No. 11 Kalkbren- 


ner,.is in an area where numerous

conceivable — even theoretically; in 
practical affairs to act as if it were 
Rossible is to ignore the problem of 
war and peace and then to call this 
ignorance a solution. 

For the problem is not how men 
should act if they were all in fun- 
damental agreement; if they were 
in fundamental agreement, there 
would be no problem and, therefore, 
no need of a solution. The problem 
is how to obtain more agreement 
than there is, and how to get on 
without wrecking our civilization 
by the conflicts which arise out 
of disagreement. Yet there are an 
astonishing number of fine plans 
in circulation today which tacitly 
assume that the plan is so attrac- 
tive that the whole competing and 
fighting world will find it too ra- 
tional, too just, and too inspiring 
to reject. 


3. The Fallacy of the Exaggerated 
and Isolated Cause. 

In this category are to be found 
all the plans which isolate some one 
issue as the “fundamental” and “un- 
derlying” cause of the whole dis- 
order. There are innumerable cults, 
each with its separate diagnosis: 


the cause we are told is lack of raw 


materials, or lack of living space, or 
lack of colonies, or lack of national 
self-determination. 

When this fallacy is disinterested, 
it arises from intellectual specializa- 
tion: we all like to think that the 
most important things in the world 
are the things we know about the 
world. When this fallacy is not dis- 
interested, as is often the case, it is 
a device of the propagandist.

4. The Fallacy of Over-valuing Our 
Good Intentions. 
The problem of war and peace has

sionately, is a qualification for solv- 
ing the problem. Thus we all desire 
good health, except the morbid mi- 
nority who enjoy their bad health. 
But our desire to be healthy does 
not make us competent physicians; 
and if the desire becomes a pre- 
occupation, we are hypochondriacs. 
sick with the fear of being sick, or 
faddists who favor a new diet and a 
new nostrum and a new expensive 
quack every third week. 

Peace is as desirable, and just 
about as indefinable and elusive, as 
good health. And war is as undesir- 
able as a bad disease, but there are 
many kinds and causes of war, as 
there are many kinds of disease. No 
disease is curable by thinking how 
horrible it is, nor is a robust con- 
stitution achieved by wishing for it. 
We may enjoy peace as we enjoy 
good health without knowing why, 
which is largely the case of the 
United States; or we may have bad 
health, like the wars of Europe and 
Asia, without knowing which pill, if 
any, will cure it. 


But there is one fallacy which is 
even more confusing than any of 
these: It is 
„The Fallacy of Not Understanding 

that the Character of the Peace 

Is Shaped by the Course of the 
War. 

There are many who think that 
the settlement is made by the diplo- 
mats who write the peace treaty. 
During a war this error provides an 
agreeable escape from its grim real- 
ities. For when we accept this error 
we feel that we can think about 
“the peace,” ignoring the deplorable 
war which precedes it. This is, I 
think, the great popular illusion 
both about the Versailles settlement 
of 1919 and about what is to be the 
settlement which ends this war. 

To get rid of this illusion is per- 
haps to begin to begin to prepare to

The strength of the Red army 
has been one of the great question 
marks of the past decade, hotly de- 
bated by partisans on both sides of 
the issue. Today after three months 
of the Finnish campaign—the first 
real test to which the Soviet army 
has been put—its rating by Ameri- 
can military experts can be summed 
up in one phrase—“mass medio- 
crity.” 

But it is the mass that counts 
in this bitter northern war, no 
matter how mediocre the individ- 
uals may be. The Soviet Union is 
a limitless reservoir of man power 
and no matter how large the cas- 
ualty lists there are always more 
men, 


Effects of Purge. 


Experts here are of the opinion 
that the wholesale purge of offi- 
cers by Stalin, including Marshal 
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Tukhachevsky and most of the high 
command, made no substantial dif- 
ference in the effectiveness of the 
Red army. Certain brains, perhaps 
here and there a military genius, 
were removed, but others have 
come up and with “mass mediocri- 
ty” brains are not so important, 

The chief effect of the Soviet 
purges has been on the morale of 
the officer class. An officer who 
fears that he may be shot for a mis- 
take is not dikely to take the risks 
essential to any military action or 
to show any very brilliant leader- 
ship, experts here point out. 

The. best reports reaching Wash- 
ington indicate that Russian casual- 
ties have been in the ratio of about 
five to every Finnish casualty. In 
part, of course, this had been be- 
cause the attacker always suffers 
heavier losses. Until the recent in- 
tensive attack started, Soviet losses 
were put at well over 100,000, in- 
cluding not merely killed but dis- 
abled, and Finnish casualties were 
estimated at more than 20,000. 


Recent reports in Soviet commu- 
niques of Finnish positions taken 
are regarded here as significant but 
not important. Most of these po- 
sitions, it is pointed out, are out- 
bosts in a kind of no-man’s land 
n which the actual] fighting occurs. 
They may be retaken by the Finns. 
Even if the Soviets were actually 
to take a section of the Manner- 
heim line in the south, it would not 
necessarily be fatal, according to 
the experts. 


Where Danger Lies. 


The real danger lies, they point 
out, in the great concentration of 
Finnish forces -in the region of 
Summa to meet the intensive Rus- 
sian attack at that point. If the 
Soviets were able to move a con- 
siderable force farther to the north 
and stage a real attack there, they 
might smash through the waist of 
Finland and would go a long way 
toward making any further resist- 
ance futile. 

In all probability, in the view of 
military experts, the conflict will be 
decided in the air. And here again 
the “mass mediocrity” of the Rus- 
sian air force, with its four to five 
thousand planes, is likely to be the 
conclusive factor. While planes and 
some pilots are being sent into Fin- 
land, time is required to bring them 
into effective use which is also true 
of the volunteer troops who are 
coming from Sweden and else- 
where. 

Finally, the experts stress that 
anything can happen in the present 
phase. That is why they hesitate 
to put any time  limit—three

NEW TORK. Feb. 20 (AP). — 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh sees no 
balance of justification on either 


side in the European war, deolar- 
ing it merely another struggle for 
material gain by the Western na- 
tions. : 

The German people, he says in 
the March issue of the Atlantic 
Monthly, are struggling to gain 
territory and power; the English 
and French to prevent another Eu- 
ropean nation from becoming 
strong enough to demand a share 
in influence and empire. 

“It is the old story in a modern 
world—the right of conquest 
against the right of possession,” 
he writes. Measured by their own 
standards of today, or their en- 
emies’ standards of yesterday and 
tomorrow, the Germans are as 
much in the right as the English 
and French, for right is not an ab- 
solute quality; it is relative to out- 
look, and outlook changes with 
conditions—varies from year to 
year and from generation to gen- 
eration.” 

Col. Lindbergh declares neither 
America nor Western civilization 
will gain by a continuation of the 
struggle. 

“The longer it goes on the weaker 


our family of nations will be, and 


the more it will add to the con- 
quests of Russia and Japan,“ he 
predicts. 

To save themselves, he says, 
the Western nations must find 
some way to adjust the rights of 


nations to share in material bene- 


fits of the world under changing 
conditions and birth rates. 

The solution, he says, lies in shar- 
ing. influence among a sufficient 
number of Europe’s peoples “to 
make sure they control an over- 
whelming military strength.” 

“Then, and then only,” he writes, 
“can our civilization endure in safe- 
ty. Germany is as essential to this 
group as England and France, for 
she alone can either dam the Asi- 
atic hordes or form the spearhead 
for their penetration into Europe.”

The situation was altered by tw 
drastic developments. In the first 
place, German submarines began to 
torpedo British and neutral ships 
within Norwegian territorial wa- 
ters and the Norwegians failed to 
do anything to prevent their doing 
so. This seemed to the British to 
be a clear case of discrimination 
against the Allies and they felt 
justified in reconsidering whether 
they could not play the same game 
the Germans were playing and do 
something to interfere with iron 
ore traffic. 

In the second place, it became 
known that at least seven German 
ships had passed through Norwe- 
gian territorial waters carrying 
munitions to the Russians in Pet- 
samo. If, the British argued, the 
Norwegians allowed the Germans 
to use territorial waters to help 
the Russians, why could not the 
British use the Norwegian port of 
Narvik and the railway between 
Narvik and the Swedish frontier 
for transport of troops bound for 
Finland? 

The Altmark incident does not 
necessarily mean that the British 
will now take further drastic steps 
to stop Germany’s use of Norwe- 
gian territorial waters, but points 
in that direction. The legal ice 
has been broken and anything may 
happen.

O we swing our arms in wajJk- 
Doe from habit or because it 
fulfills some function? 


When man assumed the erect po- 
sition, his arms were liberated from 
their traditional function of aiding 
in the support and propulsion of 
the body. In spite of this, they in- 
stictively moved in the act of walk- 
ing. 

This action is not that of a pen- 
dulum; the movements are per- 
formed by muscular action. They 
perform functions, not only main- 
taining and helping equilibrium but 
diminishing the clinical difficulties 
of walking by decreasing the rota- 
tion of the body as a whole about 
the vertical axis during the inter- 
val in which only one foot is on 
the ground. The swinging of the 
arms is, according to Elftman, of 
Columbia University an integral 
part of the dynamics of walking. 
Therefore, the fellow who carries a 
cane and swings it is really helping 
himself move.

HE theater is one professional 
T. in which women play sec- 

ond fiddle to no man’s first vio- 
lin. The drama has produced a 
Fontanne for every Lunt, an Ethel 
for every John or Lionel, a Mrs. 
with every Drew, but the ladies 
take the lead with their Bern- 
hardts, Adams, Cowls, Le Gallien- 
nes, Lawrences, Hepburns, yes, and 
Tallulahs, just to list a few by way 
of illustration. 

Oddly enough, few members of 
the gentler sex have reached re- 
nown as stage directors. There 
are no female Belascos to decorate 
a directors’ Hall of Fame. At least 
there were none until Margaret 
Webster made even the most con- 
servative Sroadway producers sit 
up and take notice. First she did 
it with Shakespeare. 
her skillful touch, Hamlet personi- 
fied by Maurice Evans, again soli- 
loquized -at a profit, both on tour 
and in New York, a remarkable 
tribute to the genius of Miss Web- 
ster, Evans, The Bard and the 
intelligence of the ticket-buying 
public.
